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DETAILED ACTION 

The request filed on 06/16/03 for a Request for Continued Examination (RCE) 
under 37 CFR 1.114 based on parent Application No. 09/863,436 is acceptable and a 
RCE has been established. An action on the RCE follows. 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claims 34-54, and 62-67, drawn to a transducer assembly and sub- 
assembly, classified in class 361, subclass 752. 

II. Claims 55-61 , drawn to a method of assembling an assembly, classified in 
class 29, subclass 602.1. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 
Inventions II and I are related as process of making and product made. The 
inventions are distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1 ) that the 
process as claimed can be used to make other and materially different product or (2) 
that the product as claimed can be made by another and materially different process 
(MPEP § 806.05(f)). In the instant case the method can used by a resilient member, for 
example: injection molding resin, rubber, or any polymer compound material instead of 
projection attaching or engaging to an electrical element. 
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2. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have 
acquired a separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, restriction 
for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

3. This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct 
species of the claimed invention: 

Specie I Figure 8. 
Specie II Figure 9. 
Specie III Figure 10. 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is 
finally held to be allowable.

In either instance, if the examiner finds one of the inventions unpatentable over 
the prior art, the evidence or admission may be used in a rejection under 35 
U.S.C. 103(a) of the other invention. 

Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must 
include an election of the invention to be examined even though the requirement be 
traversed (37 CFR 1.143).
